The President’s decided position on 
the subject of Civil Service Reform is 
probably the most startling piece of 
political intelligence that has come over 
the wires since his inauguration. The 
fact that the object of one of the most 


tration, on Civil Service ground, should 
experience a complete conversion on 
the one subject of controversy in the 
Republican party, is indeed peculiar, if 
not surprising. Yet, while the intent 
of this remarkable change of sentiment 
on the part of the President may be 
mistrusted by critically disposed peo- 
ple, still the thinking citizen will not 
consider it as reflecting in any respect 
on his honesty of purpose. It simply 
marks a satisfactory change in his views 
on the administration of the Public 
Service, and as such is entitled to the 
applause of the best elements of 
every party. While the President con- 
fesses that he is somewhat at sea as to 
the proper and best means, of reforming

A REDUCTION OF RATES. 


The Southern Pacific Likely to Re- 
duce Freight Rates on Fruits. 


The interests of the fruit growers of Los 

Angeles county have been taken up by the 
Chamber of Commerce. The members of 
that body have displayed much enterprise 
in their recent actions in regard to the 
shipment of fruits to the East and San 
Francisco by the 8, P. R. R. 
Not long since J. De Barth Shorb and 
. Griffith were appointed a committee 
he Los Angeles Chamber of Commerce 
to wait on the officers of the Southern Pa- 
cific at San Francisco. Wednesday after- 
noon the Committee reported to the Board 
as follows: 4 


“Your Committee appointed at your 
last meeting to interview Mr. A. 
Towne, General Superintendent of the 
Central and Southern Pacific Railroad 
Companies in relation to the freight 
charges on our fruits to San Francisco 
and the Eastern markets, beg leave to 
submit the following report: 

„Mr. Towne assured us that the neces- 
sary fruit cars would be furnished by his 
Company to carry our fruits to market, 
and that he would make it a personal con- 
dition with all connecting roads that our 
fruits should not be transferred from fruit 
to box cars in transit, and as far as possi- 
ble insist that no unnecessary delay shall 
occur in forwarding fruit to points of des- 
tination. That he had dispatched a 
special agent East to confer with the of- 
ficials of all connecting roads, with the 
view of obtaining their necessary consent 
to a pro-rata reduction of freight charges, 
and to the speedy and uninterrupted 
transmission of our fruit shipments, and 
upon the return of this agent he hoped to 
be able to make the reduction asked for. 

In conclusion, from the deep interest 
manifested by Mr. Towne, and from the 
expression of his earnest desire to promote 
and encourage the fruit interest of South- 
ern California, your Committee feel as- 
sured that the reductions on present rates 
to San Francisco and Eastern markets will 
be made in time to meet the demand of 
this year’s crop.”’

She 
left him a year ago, not because she 
had ceased to love him, but for fear of 
being some time accused of murder. 
He habitually and recklessly used mor- 
phine and chloral when recovering 
from a debauch, 
known to live unhappily together, she 
thought that if he killed himself his 
death might be charged to her. Her 

recaution was wise; for he has died in 
just the manner she expected. P
